The Workings of the Insur- 
ance Monopoly Further 
Explained. 


How the Assured Are Affected 
by Being Refused Board 
Insurances, 


The Planters’ House Posted and Board 
Agerts Not Allowed to Write on It—Ex- 
tortion Practiced on the Aloes Building 
on Fourth Street—Tactics Employed in a 
Planing Mill Risk—How Howard Gray 
Was Disciplined for Lack of Moral Sup 
port—No Reciprocity Toward Non-Board 
Agents—The Bersch Agency Loses One 
of Its Companies—The Board Frightened 
as to the Effect of Its Dwelling-House 
Ratings—Gathering Evidence to Crush 
the Monopoly. 


HE publication 
in yesterday’s 
SUNDAY POST- 
DISPATCH of the 
arbitrary rules 
and regulations 
and the busi- 
ness methods 
pursued by the 
St. Louis Board 
of Fire Under- 
writers was 
read with a 
great deal of 
7 interest in busi- 
But hot with half as much inter- 


ness circles. 
est—or perhaps it should be said concern—as 


ininsurance circles. The Board of Under- 
writers is as tender as an infant, and its mem- 
bers guard it very closely against any attack 
whatever, orin fact any notice. To prevent 
anything of this kind the strictest star cham- 
ber rules are provided and enforced to keep 
its transactions from coming to the public. 
The agent who gives out anything is liable to 
a fine, or may even be expelled, and it is said 
that the fine furnishings of the board rooms 
were purchased by fines imposed where it was 
thought there might have beenaleak. The 
manner of the board is in fact very much 
like that ofa criminal, who is constantly 
covering his tracks and traveling by night for 
fear of detection and the punishment of the 
law. The similarity could not be more strongly 
defined than itis, and with the prominence 
the board rules have been given the board 
members are 
EXTREMELY NERVOUS, 

fearing that it will have the effect of bringing 
about a microscopic examination, if that 
should be necessary, to see if the law is not 
equal to the emergency. 

That an emergency does exist cannot be de- 
nied, Though there are many small lines of 
insurance filled in non-board companies, 
there is really nota single piece of property 
in the city the owner of which can feel safe in 
having insured, for the reason the property 
adjacent to his may have taken all of the non- 
insurance available for that location. The 


importance of the situation is thus 
strongly brought out by the facts published in 
the POST-DI8PATCH. It remains the same as 
it was with the exception that itisnow a 
matter of public information, whereas before 
the board members contented themselves in 
the belief that, though they were resting on a 
volcano, it had been inactive so long that 
years might ensue before there would be an 
eruption. Now thatthe eruption has come, 
and that the law oflicers charged with carry- 
ing out the law to the letter have been given 
information on which they can scarcely hesi- 
tate to proceed in the performance of their 
duty, they are prepared for the worst, though 
they are very nervous in contemplating what 
that may be. They are also desirous of learn- 
ing where the POSsT-DISPATCH got its informa- 
tion, and have begun an investigation to dis- 


cover the source, They will pro- 
bably, however, have little time to 
devote to this, as developments are 
liable to be made rapidly enough to 


require all their spare time to keep up with 
them. The recent expelling of Edmund 
Bersch, for one thing, may yet be the means 
of bringing the legality of the organization 
and the enforcement of its arbitrary rules 
BEFORE THE COURTS, 

where once started opportunity will be given 
for a complete investigation of insurance mat- 
ters as they are now conducted. As was pub- 
lished in the POST-DISPATCH at the time, and 
in obeying the rule quoted Sunday requiring 
the board oflicers to write to the companies 
held by expelled members and urge them to 
change their agency, when Mr. Bersch was 
expelied President Waterworth wrote to the 
three companies embraced in that agency. As 
usual the companies were urged to secure a 
new agent who could become a member of the 
board and with whom the board could work 
harmoniously. Two of the companies 
have 80 far held out against the 
influence brought to bear on them, but one 
has succumbed, the Rockford of Rockford, 
III. The officets of that company have written 
Mr. Bersch, withdrawing the company from 
his control, but have refused to assign any 
other reason than that they were not getting 
as much business as they thoucht they ought 
to have, though admitting that they were en- 
tirely satisfied with ite character, Mr. Bersch 
is damaged to that extent, and if he desires 
can bring suit against the board on that 
ground. There are also legal opinions to the 
effect thatthe members of the board can be 
prosecuted for conspiracy, and that they 
can be convicted in any court in the 
State. Influence is being brought to bear on 
him as directly as possible, however, to in- 
duce him to let the matter drop, as the board 
recognizes the mistake that has been made, 
and that ita business methods are so strongly 
against 1 policy and so odious in the 
sight of the general public that it would have 
NO CHANCE BEFORE A JURY,

the number of its enemies and pitted every 
person against it by reaching out to control 
everything in the city, even to the smallest 
risk.

THE INTEREST AMONG BUSINESS MEN 

in the PosT-DISPATCH publication was very 
marked, and it had the effect of bringing out 
several instances in which they have felt the 
weight of the „ rules. Oue of these was 
in the case of the Pian House, and in this 
also there is groundwork for a suit against the 
board, and the evidence in connection with it 
is being preserved to beused at the proper 
time. The principal point is the official notice 
sent out to the members ot the board, an- 
nouncing that the property had been 
posted, in which case no board agent 
could write a  dollar’s worth of 
insurance, even at the solicitation of the 
board. The rule on this was given * in the 
SUNDAY PoOsT-DISPaATcH. The notice is in red 
ink, suggesting the skull and cross bones, and 
the lettering of the two principal lines is very 
large and prominent. It is on the regular 
blanks of the board, with printed heading and 
the words, ‘Special Notice, in large type. 
It reads as follows;

Members are notified that the 
PLANTERS’ HOUSE 
is a pested line, and will govern themselves 
accordingly.

THIS IS GOOD EVIDENCE 
as itis rogarded by those interested in the case, 
and who are holding it, It is also regarded as 
strong evidence by attorneys who have been 
consulted. It is notoften, however, that such 
evidences can be secured out ot the net work 
that surrounds the board office, and tlie gen- 
tleman who showed the notice to a PostT- DIis- 
PATOH reporter this morming did so as if he 
was afraid of letting it out of his hands, and 
as soon as it was copled replaced it in the 
drawer and closed the lock on it. A 
valuable money package could not have 
been placed away more carefully, though 
it is not held for any money value. It is held 
for the weight it may have in whatever pro- 
ceedings may be begun ainst the board, 
and with the idea that i¢ will prove a strong 
factor in bringing about a dissolution of the 
organization or at least the defeat in court of 
some ofthe board rules. Damages could, 
however, itis held, be secured directly from 
the board by the Plauters“ House people, on 
the ground thatthe order contemplates pre- 
venting them froin obtaining insurance on 
their property. 
STILL ANOTHER CASE 

against the assured was found to-day. It con- 
cerns the insurance on the Aloe building on 
Fourth street. In that ease the beard sought 
some trifling éxcuse and jamped the rate up 
about I per cent. This was entirely too sud- 
den and too great an advance, and the 
assured very naturally declined to 
pay it, and declared peremptorily 
at that. The board stood by its rating, re- 
fusing to reconsider it or decrease it in the 
least, and as a result the risk was placed with 
non-board companies. This was not exactly 
acasefor posting under the rules, though 


they are as elastic as they are arbi- 
trary, and the board did not attempt 
it, but stood out on a bluff for 


some time, fully expecting that the assured 
would have to come back to board companies. 
After standing out fom, some time, however, 
the board managapeon.i sed they had made 
a miscaicilation, and went back to 
the assured LI a proposition that 
they would reduce the rate to 
what it had been before if they would 
transfer the insurance to the board com panies 
again. Thisthe assured very promptly re- 
fused to do, and the riak remains in non- board 
companies. 
A PLANING MILL ILLUSTRATION 

also furnished this morning, which 
opens up the board’s tactics in a new 
direction. The property had been insured 
in the board for years, when it was suddenly 
discovered that there was asmall stable in the 
center of the mill. The stable had been there 
for twenty years, and the property had been 
inspected times without number, and the 
stable was nut noticed until the board con- 


cluded to raise the risk. It was 
then simply madethe pretext. The assured 
in the case also declined to submit 


to the extortion, and sought non-board in- 
surance. The board endeavored to hold the 
business, though & declined to give the old 
rato again. Finally, non-board companies 
being found to fully take up the line, the 
board managers advanced the rate again, 
this time adding on cent. 
In doing this, as it had no 
hope of getting the risk, its object was simply 
to create the impression that the risk was an 
especially hazardous one, in which case the 
managers of the non-board companies taking 
the insurance wonld gather the idea that their 
local agents were very reckless. 

THE AGENTS’ EXPERIENCES. 
in doing business with the board, if they are 
not on the inside, are also anything but satis- 
factory. The hardships do not all fall on the 
assured. Mr. Howard Gray, a well-known 
agent, had an experience in connection with 
the insurance on the Wrought Iron Range 
Co.’s property which convinces him of this, 
and which resulted in his being fined $50 and 
withdrawing from the board. He was the agent 
ot tue New York Underwriters’ Co. and the 
Wrought Iron Range Co. desired a policy in it. 
Vice-President Stockton had given part of his 
insurance to board companies and wanted to 
give some to Mr. Benj. Kimball, the non- 
board agent. He wanted him to place the 
risk with the New York Underwriters, but 
Mr. Kimball explained that as he was 
not in the boord be could not do it. 
Mr. Stockton then wrote directly to Mr. 
Howard as the agent of the company, apply- 
ing for insurance. On this Mr. Howard wrote 
the policy and returned it to Mr. Stockton. A 
few days later he was called to account by the 
board on a charge of lack of moral support to 
the board, the latter’s declaration being that 
the insurance on the Wrought Iron Range 
Co.’s property had been influenced by Mr. 
Kimball. The result of this case shows how 
SLIM EVIDENCE IS NEEDED 
to convict in the board’s court. Mr. Gray de- 
nied that he had received the insurance from 
Mr. Kimball, or that that gentleman had had 
anything to do with it,so far as he knew. There 
was ne proof to the contrary, and this should 
have been satisfactory. It was not, however, 
and the board in order to convict the 
accused, appointed a committee to see 
Mr. Stockton. They got from him an 
ad mission that he did not know 
Mr. Gray, but that he had written to bim 
making application for insurance. This was 
all that was wanted, and Mr. Gray was fined 
$50. He gave the managers a piece of his 
mind and withdrew from the organization, 
turning the company over to Mr. Kimball to 
ot even with the board. The latter held it 
or about nine months, when the company de- 
cided to go back into the board, and requested 
Mr. Howard to take it and again go into the 
board. The company had been urged to do 
this from the time Mr. y went out, President 
Waterworth writing some strongly personal 
letters, but it was only finally moved to do so 
by petitions from agents ia other parts of the 
country to out of their boards, basing 
their applications on the ground that they 
had permitted it in St. Louls. 
BOARD AND NON-BOARD AGENTS 
also have avery pleasant time together. The 
Chinese wall which separates them can only 
be scaled b — agents.

A CORDIAL RECEPTION GIVEN MATT REY- 
NOLDS BY THE MISSUURI COLONY. 


Indications That Treasury Appointments 
for Missouri Will Be Made in a Few 
Days—Editor Stanweod’s Appointment— 
Chinese in Transit—Minister Terrell’s 
Mishap— Secretary Blaine’s Denial — 
Washington News.

WASHINGTON, D. O., July 15.—Hon. Matt G. 
Reynolds of St. Louis arrived here this morn- 
ing upon business connected with his work 
before the Cherokee Commission. This will 
consume some little time. His colleague, 
Gov. Orawtord of Kansas, has already issued 
his manifesto to the commission setting forth 


the claims which the Indians have 
in the premises. Mr. Reynolds found 
some of the Missourians here 


glad to welcome him, as they know the high 
standing he has here as a representative of 
his party back in the State. So, in addition to 
his legitimate business here, he will call at 
the Treasury in behalf of one or two aspirants 
for places. It is expected thet some action 
will be had on the Treasury appointments 
within a day ortwo, which will be of interest 
to Missouri. 


Chinese in Transit. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., July 15.—Acting 
Secretary Batchellor wasin telegraphic cor- 
respondence with Mr. C. P. Huntington, 
President of the Southerp Pacific Rallway Co., 


in regard to the case of twelve Chi- 
nese coolies who recentiy arrived at New 
Orieans en route to China via San Francisco. 
The Collector held that their landing was pro- 
hibited by the Chinese exclusion act, while the 
railroad company contended that they were 
entitied to the privilege of transit through 
United Stales territory as tourists. Acting 
Secretary Batchellor informed Mr. Hun- 
tington that the Collector's action was 
in accordance with the previous de- 
cisions of the department, but that he 
would comply with tne request if the trans- 
portation company postpone further action 
until the question can be presented in a dip- 
lomatic way through the Chinese Legation at 
Washington. Int°’e meantime, the Collector 
was instructed to detain the Chinese, but not 
allow them to land. 


An Editer’s Appointment. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., July 15.—Superintend- 
ent of Census [Porter to-day appointed Mr. 
Edward Stanwood of Boston, the present ed- 
itor of Youth’s Companion, a special agent of 
the Census Office to collect the statistics of 
cotton manufactures throughout the United 
States. Mr. Stanwood was formerly editor of 
the Boston Advertiser and is a statistician of 
considerable note in the Eastern States, hav- 
ing written several valuable pamphlets on the 
productive power of New England. It is un- 
derstood that Mr. Stanwvod was recom- 
mended by some ofthe most prominent citi- 
zens of Massachusetts and of other New En- 
glaad States. 


Minister Terrell’s Mishap.

A CHILD’S ACCOUNT, 


She Gives the Coroner the Details of a Fight 
in Which Her Father Was Killed. 


The Coroner’s inquest in the case of Wm. 
Elliff, full partic rs of whose tragic death 
were published in the SUNDAY POST- DISPATCH, 
was held this morning at the Four Courts. 
The testimony taken varied but little 


from the facts as published. Miss Mattison, 
the stepdaughter of the deceased, was the 
only witness whose testimony was greatly 
criminating against the prisoners, Martin and 


Price. The little girl was close to the 
participants at the time of the fight 
Saturday evening, and told her story in 


a straightforward manner. According to her 
story Price inflicted the fatal injury. After 
detailing the preliminary quarrel over the 
non-payment of Elliff’s rent, the child de- 


scribed the fight as follows: ‘‘My papa 
was standing in the door when 
Martin picked up a rock and hit 


him in the side. Ihen my papa struck at 
Martin with the iron bar which he had in his 
hand and Martin ran intotbe next door. Just 
then Joe Price ran up and grabbed my papa 
around the neck with one arm and held the 
iron bar with the other. He then pulled my 
papa from the door and threw him on the 
ground. As he fell Joe picked up the fron bar 
and struck himteice on the bead and then 
kicked him twice in the back of the neck. 
Martin then ran from the door and jumped on 
my papa with hig knees and struck him once 
in the side with his fist. Ithen ran for a doc- 
tor and when I got back my papa was dead. 

A large number of witnesses were examined, 
most ol thems tenants of Martin, in the vicinity 
of 1400 North Eighth street, and all agreed 
that neither Martin nor Price struck Elliff hard 
enough to knock him down. Mostof them, 
however, admitted that Joe Price had struck 
the deceased in the face with his open 
hand, after which he fell, being 
considerably under the influence of liquor. 
When Mre. Martin, wife of one of the de- 
fendants, was asked in regard to the charge 
that Price had kicked Elliff in the head, she 
said that when Price went to step over the de- 
ceased he ‘‘#tambied’’ over his head. 

Both of the defendants took the stand and 
told their story of the occurrence. The facts 

tven were the same as those published in the 
nterviews obtained with the men. Mar- 


tin insisted that Eiliff had as- 
saulted him with a hatchet and an 
iron dar, and iu self-defense he had 


thrown a piece of stone which did not strike 
the deceased. Later Elliff made asecond as- 
sault during which the witness claimed that 


oy Price interfered and caught the iron 
bar as che same time striking iff a slight 
blow on the face with his o 
hand. Deceased then fell and died 
afew minutes afterwards. defendants

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DELUGED. WITH WATER. 


THE VILLAGE OF PRINCETON, 0., NEARLY 
DEMOLISHED BY YESTERDAY’S STORM. 


— — 


Buildings Leveled to the Ground and Crops 
Ruined—Fertile Fields Submerged—Neo 
Loss of Life—A Crashing Dry Thunder 
Sterm—Bares Fired and Herses Killed 
by Lightning—Creeks Bankful. 


Cincinnati, O., July 15.—The wind storm 
which nearly demolished the village of Prince- 


ton, in Butler County, yesterday, came about 


40’clock in the afternoon. Before reaching 
Princeton it blew the roof off the farm-house 


ot Joseph Stinson, throwing it into a cornfield 


some distance away. The dwelling-house of 
Finley Whitehead in Princeton was carried 
away, and his wagon-making shop near by 
was demolished. The large brick school 
buliding in the village was torn down tothe 
foundations, and arafter of the house was 
carried 200 yards by the force of the wind 
and lodged in the top of a large 
oak tree, while the desks and 
other furniture was carried in ever 
direction and the blacksmith shop and barn of 
Gus Kinnear were both ieveled to the 

The houses of John Lenharf, Rose Miller 
Stephen Clawson were completely wrecked, 
while Ash Walter lost everything he 

The oat and corn crops were ruined and 
the village was deluged with water. The de- 
struction at Princeton occurred in twenty 
minutes. Thestorm was accompanied by a 
heavy rainfall. The homeless families were 
taken in by the neighbors whose homer es- 
caped the fury ofthe tempest. A report re- 
ceived last night from Liamilton says these 


fifty people were killed or injured, but this has 


not yet been verified. 
NO LOSS OF LIFE. 

Reports from Hamilton, O., to-day concérn- 
ing the storm of yesterday indicate that there 
was no loss of life. The loss of property ag 
Princeton is estimated not to exceed $10,000. 
The damage to crops, fences, etc., is very 
great in the pathway of the storm, which was 
about a quarter of a mile wide. 


Lightning’s Freaks. 


BALTIMORE, Md., July 15.—The farm aj 
Joshua Warfield, brother of Edwin Warfield, 
Surveyor of the Port of Baltimore, located 
near Florence, Howard County, was the scene 


of a remarable freak of lightning during the 
storm of Saturdas. Three horses were kilied 
andeight men stunned. Seeingt he storm 


approaching, Mr. Warfield directed his 
men at work in a field to seek shelter. The 
horses were tied and fourteen men got 


under the threshing machine which stood 
by a straw stack and six others got under 
the wagons. The lightning killed the horses 
unprotected by the straw-stack, and of the 
men eight were stunned. r. Warfield 
shortly aroused them, and they were saved 
from being burned, as the straw-stack had 
caught fire.

That is 
because the temperature was erratic. 

Atl2o'’clock Saturday night the tempera- 
ture was 83 deg. Very gradually after 
that hour it declined until 6 
o’clock, when the record was 75 deg. Quite 
naturally and gradualiy the needle point ran 
up the sheet until at 1 o’clock yesterday alfter- 
noen it reached 86. After that hour it seemed 
Very much at sea as to what was the best 
thing to do.

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DEPOT THIS MORNING. 


The Body ef Richard Adams Discovered in & 
Oar Which Had Been Lying in the Yards 
Since the 3d Inst.—A Queer Suicide Under 
Remarkable Circumstances—The Details, 


There was a flurry of excitement about the 
Union Depot this morning whenthe report 
spread that the body of a murdered man had 
been found ina Pullman sleeper, and every- 
one expected to hear of another mysterious 
murder, and one that contained some very 
sensational features, for a murder in 
a sleeping car, as this was supposed to be, 
was a thing unprecedented and tue probable 
effect it would have on the feelings of the 
traveling public made the officials anxious. It 
was some time before the true story was 
learned and in the meantime the men in the 
yard stopped work to discuss the mysterious 
affair. 

About 9:30 o’clock this morning two car 
cleaners went up the yard to clean the sleeper 
„„Tullahoma, which was standing on the 
northern track between Fourteenth and Fit- 
teenth streets. It was in the center of a train 
and there wasa long freight south of it, so 
that it was cut off entirely from view. No more 
secluded place for murder could be found 


in alarge city, and this fact was confirmatory 
of the first impression that the finding of the 
body created. The cleaners unlocked the 
door of the car and went in, but they were 
almost nauseated by the stench and horribie 
odor. They went out on the platiorm to get 
fresh air aud concluded that something that 
did not belong in the car was there and had 
been therefor some time. They went back 
and looked to see what it was. Peeping 
through the glass door tothe ladies’ toilet- 
room they saw, onthe floor, the body of a 
man, badly decomposed and covered with ver- 
min. They beat a may | retreat and 
informed the depot police. he patrol wagon 
was sent down and the body was removed to 
the Morgue, where it was stripped and 
cleansed, than examined. No one knew at 
first who the man was and there were no 
apparent marks of violence. People won- 
dered how aman could have remained long 
enough inacar to get into such a condition, 
until it was learned that the car had been 
standing on the track since July 3. A more 
careful examination showed that there was a 
bullet hole in the head and a search of the 
toilet-room disclosed a pistol. 
THE UNION DEPOT MEN 

called at the Morgue when the corpse was in a 
condition to be seen and identified it as the 
body of Richard Adams, the assistant night 

ardmaster. He had been missing since last 

ednesday night. On that evening he was 
seen in A. Wolf’s saloon, in the Lindell 
House, on Fourteenth and Poplar streets. He 
spentthe day in the saloon and was very 
drunk when he left. It was evident that he 
had gone directly tothe car, opened it with 
the keys which, as assistant Yardmaster he 
had, and killed himself in the car. His sister, 
Miss Adams, lives at Sutton, seven miles out 
on the Missouri Pacific, and Adams lived with 
her. She has been looking for him ever since 
last Thursday, and she has been anxious for 
she said he had threatened several times to 
take his life. She could fina no trace of him; 
nothing has been heard of him since Wednes- 
day last, until his body was found this morn- 


ng. 

On Adams’ body were found a bunch of 
keys, some cartridges, a notice from St. Louis 
Council No, 222, American Legion of Honor, 
of which he was a member, and a pawn-ticket 
for a gold watch which he had pledged for 511 
at Walker’s. 

ADAMS 


was a man 50 years of age or more and had 
been in theemploy of the Bridge & Tunnel 
Co. forthe pastten years. His title was that 
of foreman, but he was in charge of the pas- 
senger yards at night, a sort of night assistant 
yard master. He was in the habit of going 
on periodical sprees and generally 
before doing so procured a leave 
of absence. For the past two years he has 
kept sober, however, until about a month 
ago. He then started out on a drunk and has 
been intoxicated almost constantly ever since. 
Last Wednesday morning, adout9 o’clock, he 
entered the Lindell House, at Fourteenth 
and Poplar streets, and remained 
in the bar room there until 10 o’ciock at 
night. All this time he was playing cards, 
and he had no money, having ail his drinks 
charged to the house. He was very drunk 
when he entered the place and was worse 
when he left. Before going he wanted 
to borrow $8 from A. Wolf, who 
runs the place, but was refused, 
Mr. Wolf says he frequently loaned money to 
Adams and always received it back,but would 
not let him have it that nigh ecause he was 
already too drunk and he t ht he would 
only spend it in further spr That was 
the last seen of Adams alive. supposed 
he went down to the yards, entered the car, 
and shot himself immediately after leaving 
there. His sister has been hunting for him 
since and the police report that Mr. Wolf told 
them that the sister had informed him that 
she feared Adams would take his life, as he 
had been threatening to do 

the newspaper reporters, 

Mr. Wol denied that 

ever heard Adams threaten to take his life or 
that he had heard anybody say they had 
heard him make the threat. Noneof the as- 
sociates of the saicide appear to have heard 
him threaten to kill himself. It is supposed 
that he was hard pressed for money and that 
while crazed from liquor he did away with 
himself. Adams was an unmarried man.

Brilliant Tollettes Worn by the Fair Women 
Present—The Usual Rain Was on Hand 
Bonnets and Umbrellas— A $2,000 Para- 
sol—_Mme.* Carnot’s Dress—The Prince 
and Princess of Wales and Their Daugh- 
ters at the Wild West Show.

ARIS, June 30.—Under 
the baneful influence 
of St. Medard the rain 
did not fail to descend 
in a torrent that might 
have been called re- 
freshing, but which 
was far from welcome, 
onthe crowd at Long- 
champs on the day of 
the Grand Prix. But, 
as this sharp, brief 
shower did not arrive 
till the middle of the 
afternoon, the toilettes 
and hats and parasols 
and equipages had all 
started out in full 
force, lured by the 
brilliant sunshine of 
what promised to 
be an exceptionally lovely June day. 
Let us not ask how the 
dainty dresses of crape and lace, the hats 
waving with plumes or blossoming with flow- 
ers, the parasols in silk and feathers, all 
stood the deluge. Iwo especially pretty 
dresses, made by Worthfortwo young mar- 
ried sisters, were in pale pearl gray crepe de 
Chine,the front in accordion plaits, veiled with 
rows of Mechlin lace, sewed together so as to 
form a loose falling front, and with three 
narrow white satin ribbons between each 
row. The hats worn with these aerial toi- 
lettes were very large as to the brim, and low 
as to the crown, and were 
trimmed with a profusion of white 
ostrich feathers, amongst which were set at 
intervals small clusters of large purple grapes 
without leaves or tendrils. In fact the hats 
especially prepared for the Grand Prix were 
even more elaborate and elegant than were 
the toilettes. Ladies, warned by the showers 
of past years, put on simple if tasteful dresses, 
and bestowed alitheir attention on their hats 
and parasols, the formerof which could be 
protected and the latter folded and put aside 
in case of rain.

Another deli- 
cate lace straw was trimmed with hydrangeas

Two butter- 
flies with black, velyety wings were poised 
upon the bydrangeas. A hat in golg-yellow 
fine braid was trimmed with a full gar- 
land of wheat, with a swallow with outspread 
wings set at one side of the wreath. Another 
was adorned with afull wreath in half ripe 
oats and ripened wheat, with a bow of willow- 
green ribbon set amidst the grain and black 
velvet butterflies perched upon the garland. 
On another hat the wreath of wheat-ears was 
inet by a singic large cri:nson rose 
with stalk and foliage which was set in front 
of the brim and above which hovered a single 
black butterfly. A delicious hat was in white 
crinoline braid, veiled with Mechlin lace, and 
trimmed with a mass ot pink orchids, at- 
tacbed at the left side of the crown with a bow 
formed of the lace. And even more delicate 
and artistic was a hat in the same braid,

CALIFORNIA’S WONDERFUL PRODUCTS. 


Four Tons of Grapes From a Single vine 
Fruits and Flowers of Great Size. 


From the San Francisco Chronicle. 

‘*We are not much on corn here in Califor- 
nia,’’ said Seedsman R. J. Trumbull of San- 
some street yesterday, ‘‘but in all other prod- 
ucts of nature we can beat the world.’’ Mr. 
Trumbull is perhaps the oldest seedsman on 
the coast. What he does not know about 
grain, fauit and vegetables isnot worth know- 
ing. 

When a Chronicle reporter asked him about 
vegetable monstrosities yesterday he refreshed 
his memory for a moment and then cuntinued: 
Ot course, you have heard of the big grape- 
vine atSanta Barbara, which covers an area of 
three acres ot land. Thenthereisthe mon- 
ster rosebush at Santa Rosa. I remember 
when a boy I marveled atthe size of this floral 
plant. It grew to an enormous height, and 
completely covered the house where it grew. 
During my lifetime herein California I have 
handled squashes running ali the way from 150 
to 300 pounds each. Watermelons I have seen 
weighing from 35 to 100 pounds. Beets are 
frequently known on this cost weighing all 
the way from forty to seyenty-five pounds, I 
remember one beet raised at San Rafael, which 
weighed about eighty pounds. Last fall I saw 
three onſobs the aggregate weight of which 
was nearly five pounds. In the Santa Clara 
valley I have known of onions weighing from 
one and three-quarters to two and one-half 
pounds. Tomato vines frequently grow ten or 
twelve feet across, and 1 have quite often seen 
radishes that looked like big turnips.’’ 

Ho about potatoes?“ 

„Well, Lhave observed specimens of the 
Humboldt potato which weighed from two to 
three pounds. It is not at all unusual to see 
cabbages weighing from thirty-five to seven- 
ty - Ave pounds. Some years ago a Mr. Fox, 
who lived down in the Santa Cruz Mountains, 
raised acarrot ofthe White Belgian variety 
which weighed about twenty-eight pounds. 
It was the biggest curroton record. In the 
way of fruits we have raised on this coast 
enormous peaches and pears. The largest 
pears that come to the San Francisco market, 
of course, are what they called pound pears, 
but I have seen them weighing two anda halt 
pounds.’’ 

At the recent convention of fruit growers, 
held in National City, E. P. Fowler of Para- 
dise Valley exhibited a remarkable assortment 
of deformed and abnormal oranges. One of 
these deformities looked for all the world like 
a pair of Annie Jenness Miller's patent 
leglets. At the same convention a farmer 
named F.Schulenburg exhibited a variety of 
strawberries known as the Triomphele 
Grande, measuring three inches in circum- 
ference. 

At Kelsey’s orchard, near Berkeley, is a 
remarkable plum tree, known as the Japan 
plum, which was planted in 1576. The fruit is 
heart-shaped and ofarich yellow color. The 
plums from this tree are frequently from eight 
to ten inches in circumference. 

Probably there is no spot in California more 

rolific of enormous vegetable growth than 

anta Kosa. Here is located the mammoth 
rose tree already mentioned. There are a 
acore of dwellings in the yicinity completely 
embovered with roses, while fuchsias are 
trained like vines. 

In this citv H. L. Barker of 1918 Union street 
displays a rose bush which has reached a 
height of sixteen feet. Grafted upon its 
branches are twelve varieties of roses. The 
parent stalk is 12 years of age. The stalk a 
few inches above the ground is five inches in 
circumference. 

S. H. Shaw of Sonoma recently discovered a 
wondertul freak of nature in the shape ofa 
monstrous apple blossom on one of the trees 
in his orchard. The biossom, which re- 
sembles a large-sized rose, measures 912 
inches in circumference, and is what may be 
called a second-crop blossom. An ordinary 
apple blossom contains five petals, while this 
one has tbirty or forty. 

The far-famed big grapevine at Montecito, 
near Santa Barbara, is owned by Albert 
Magee. The vine was planted about forty 

ears ago. The grapes are of the 

ission variety. The parent stock 
is forty-six inches in circumfer- 
ence one foot from the ground. Where it 
commences to branch, three feet from the 
ground, its circumference is sixty-three 
inches. The vine yielded four and a half tons 
of grapes in a single season. The vine covers 
an area of 100 by 90 feet. 

Some years ago a photographer in looking 
about the State for views came across a giant 
cactus, near Los Angeles. the trunk of which 
was six feet four inches in circumference. He 
also found in the same vicinity pampas plumes 
growing to the height of ten feet. 

At the rooms of the State Board of Trade, on 
Market street, some remarkable products of 
California soil are on exhibition. Last year, 
when the season was well advanced, pump- 
kins — 267 pounds were upon exhibi- 
tion there. here were also cabbages weigh- 
ing ninety-five pounds, onions that tipped the 
scales at five pounds,and a huge sweet potato, 
raised near Fresno, that weighed twenty-five 
pounds. Apples weighing twenty ounces are 
frequently on exhibition, and a five-gallon 
giass jar contains eight pears, the weight of 
which is 33% pounds. These eight pears com- 
pletely fill the five-galion jar. 

Flowering plants grow to enormous size in 
all parts of the State. Florists say they have 
seen lilies in California fourteen feet high, 
while geraniums that look like trees are com- 
mon. In fact the flora end fauna of the State 
are remarkabie in the way of phenomenal 
growths.
